EXTERMINATING TICKS. 


Cattie Feet May Be Eradicated by 
Change el Feature. 
The month of August lends itself 
well to the eradication of cattle fever 
‘b ks where a pasture rotation plan is 
used. 
By vacating a pasture during 
(His month and keeping it vacant antu 
July I of next year It may he freed of 
ticks, aud lf no tick infested animals 
•re allowed to enter after July I the 
pasture will remain free. The United 
States department of agriculture ad­ 
vises farmers in the tick region to 
tik e advantage of this favorable time 
so far aa practicable. 
Pastures from which live stock Is 
removed for s sufficient time become 
free of ticks by a process of starva­ 
tion. ae tbs ticks cannot live to matu­ 
rity if they are unable to get upon aul 
male. The time required for all ticks 
to die after the stock has been re­ 
moved from Infested fields and pas 
tut es varies considerably, depending on 
climate, season and weather condi­ 
tions. 
Experience bas shown, how­ 
ever, that the period from Sept. I to 
July I ie sufficient, sud this appears to 
be tbs most convenient time. 
The advantage of vacating a pasture 
for the period named is twofold. Not 
only is the pasture freed from ticks 
but Its disuse during that time will 
probably cause less inconvenience aud 
expense than at auy other season. aud 
it will be benefited by rile rest and 
will have a better gruwtl ^ grass the 
following summer

where pastures are u tiliz e throughout 
tbs winter to vacate would probably 
necessitate feeding the stock unless 
tbs farmer is situated so that tie can 
keep bls stock on one pasture whit* 
another pasture is kept vacaut. But It 
Is miso true that beginning with Hep- 
t ecu ber there will Im* a more abundant 
supply of rough feed about a farm 
which can be utilized. 
August is a 
most favorable mouth for making a 
•tart toward freeing premises of tk*ka 
by th# method suggested. 
The animals should, of course, be 
free of ticks when they are again 
turned od the p a stu re in July. Where 
the owner has a small number of cat­ 
tle greasing or spraying them with 
Beaumont.crude petroleum Is a good 
way to rid them of ticks. When the 
number of cattle is large or when a 
dipping vat is convenient It may be 
more practicable to dip them.—Bulle­ 
tin United States Agricultural Depart­ 
ment.
